Existing  Water  Supplies 

There  is  a  public  piped  water  supply  to  every  Parish,  and  the 
only  villages  not  served  are  Stapleford,  Cold  Overton  and 
Buckminster.  These  villages  have  a  private  piped  supply. 
Schemes  were  prepared  during  the  year  to  serve  Stapleford  and 
Cold  Overton,  and  the  Council  agreed  to  enter  into  a  guarantee, 
in  accordance  with  Section  36  of  the  Water  Act,  1945>  with  the 
Leicester  Corporation  Water  Department  to  guarantee  a  revenue 
of  ■§■  of  the  cost  for  12  years  as  the  estimated  revenue  was  less 
than  this  required  amount. 

Consideration  was  also  given  to  a  supply  to  serve  Buckminster 
from  the  Leicester  Corporation’s  supply,  but  in  view  of  the 
high  capital  costs  it  was  thought  that  if  a  supply  could  be 
obtained  from  the  Kesteven  Area  the  cost  would  be  considerably 
less.  The  Kesteven  Water  Authority  appear  to  be  willing  to 
afford  a  supply  of  water  to  Buckminster,  but  there  will  be  a 
long  delay.  Negotiations  are  being  carried  out  with  the 
Leicester  Corporation  to  endeavour  to  obtain  a  "temporary  scheme 
from  their  supply  until  a  permanent  scheme  from  Kesteven  is 
implemented. 

The  greater  part  of  the  District  is  now  supplied  with  water 
from  the  River  Dove. 

Stand  pipes  are  not  provided,  the  services  being  laid  to 
consumer's  premises. 

There  is  no  indication  of  any  tendency  to  Plumbo  Solvency  in 
the  piped  supplies. 

During  the  year  under  review  there  were  no  shortages,  and 
hosepipes  were  not  banned  as  in  previous  years. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


Bottesford  Area 


The  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  to  serve  the  village 
of  Bottesford,  Muston,  Norman ton  and  Easthorpe  was  completed 
during  the  year,  and  the  Council  appointed  a  full  time 
Sewage  Works  attendant  in  July,  1962  to  maintain  the  v/orks 
and  the  four  pumping  stations  on  the  scheme.  Samples  of 
the  effluent  have  heen  taken  at  frequent  intervals  by  the 
Trent  River  Board  and  the  Leicester  County  Council,  and  the 
result  of  the  analyses  have  been  satisfactory  as  the  figures 
for  P.V. ,  B.O.D.  and  Suspended  Solids  were  within  the  Board's 
Standards.  Since  the  scheme  has  been  in  operation  the  Council 
has  cleaned  out  the  old  sewer  dyke  from  Bowbridge  Lane  to  the 
Winter  Beck. 

Harb.v  &  Hose 


The  scheme  of  laying  sewers ,  construction  of  a  Sewage  Disposal 
works  and  three  pumping  stations  was  commenced  in  April,  1962, 
and  although  the  Contract  does  not  expire  until  April,  1964> 
the  progress  has  been  so  good  that  it  is  anticipated  the  works 
will  be  put  into  operation  next  Summer  and  the  Contract  com¬ 
pleted  before  the  end  of  1963. 

Redmile.  Barkestone  &  Plungar 

The  Consulting  Engineers  were  rather  concerned  with  the  large 
amount  of  Farm  Waste  which  would  have  to  be  treated  on  this 
scheme,  so  your  Council’s  Officials  carried  out  three  surveys 
in  August,  I960,  April,  1 961  and  January,  1962  in  order  to 
ascertain  the  amount  of  both  domestic  and  Farm  Sewage  which 
would  have  to  be  treated. 

These  surveys  revealed  that  the  original  design  for  the  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  was  inadequate,  and  fresh  designs  were  prepared. 
The  original  site  was  then  found  to  be  too  small  so  a  new  and 
larger  site  was  selected  which  would  allow  for  land  treatment 
of  the  effluent  prior  to  discharge  into  the  stream. 

The  revised  scheme  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  and  in  a  letter  dated  19th  December,  1962, 
they  stated  that  one  of  their  Inspectors  would  be  attending  at 
the  Council  Offices  on  the  24th  January,  1963  to  carry  out  a 
’’Local  Investigation”  into  the  scheme. 

Western  Area  Scheme 

This  scheme  was  originally  designed  to  serve  the  villages  of 
Asfordby,  Kirby  Bellars  &  Frisby,  but  during  the  year  under 
revi ew  it  was  decided  to  design  a  scheme  to  serve,  in  addition 
to  the  three  villages  already  mentioned,  other  villages  in  the 
Western  Area  of  the  District. 

It  is  anticipated  that  this  scheme  will  be  carried  out  in 
phases,  and  the  first  phase  will  include  Asfordby,  Kirby  Bellars 
and  Frisby. 

Surveys  have  been  completed  through  the  whole  area  of  villages 
to  be  included  in  the  scheme  to  ascertain  the  estimated  amount 
of  domestic  sewage  and  trade  waste  to  be  treated.  Field 
surveys  are  completed  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  scheme  will  be 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  &  Local  Government  during 
the  coming  year.

Public  Cleansing 

Refuse  is  collected  from  all  households  at  intervals  of  7 
working  days. 

Nightsoil  is  collected  weekly  from  52  villages  and  3  part 
villages.  In  the  remaining  10  villages  and  3  part  villages 
no  collection  is  made  because  these  have  a  mains  water  supply 
and  an  efficient  Sewage  Disposal  Works  available.  When  the 
sewerage  scheme  for  Harby  and  Hose  is  completed,  collection 
of  nightsoil  will  cease  in  these  villages. 

A  fleet  of  modern  vehicles  is  maintained  comprising: - 

2  -  S.D.  16/18  cu.yd.  Refuse  Collectors,  with  Pore  and 
Aft  Tipping  Bodies. 

2  -  S.D.  Combined  Nightsoil  and  Cesspool  emptiers, 

800  -  gall,  capacity. 

1  -  S.D.  Refuse  Collector  as  a  "stand  by". 

Household  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  and  no 
difficulty  has  been  experienced.  The  levelling  is  carried 
out  by  means  of  a  blade  etc.,  attached  to  a  tractor.  Part- 
time  Attendants  are  also  employed  at  the  tips.  The  system 
has  been  found  satisfactory. 

The  disposal  of  nightsoil  is  to  farms,  when  it  is  ploughed 
into  the  land  as  manure.  There  is  at  present  no  difficulty 
in  disposal,  and  in  view  of  the  amount  of  ploughed  land  it  is 
not  anticipated  that  this  will  create  a  problem  for  the  next 
year  or  two. 

The  present  system  of  conversion  is  by  voluntary  methods  and 
has  resulted  in  the  conversion  of  257  pail  closets  and  privies 
to  water  closets  during  the  year.  The  Scheme  which  the 
Council  operates  for  the  payment  of  a  grant  towards  the  voluntary 
conversion  of  pail  closets  to  water  closets  appears  to  be 
operating  very  well. 

The  Council  is  continuing  to  empty  house  cesspools  on  request 
from  the  occupiers  at  a  standard  charge  of  10/-  per  dwelling. 
Cesspools  at  Trade  premises  are  emptied  at  a  charge  of  10/- 
per  hour.  There  is,  however,  no  collection  of  the  contents 
of  privy  middens  within  the  area.
